rent times ſeveral copies of verſes upon various ſub- 
jects both in Greek and Latin, and fome in Engliſh, 
which were much admired, and the more ſo becauſe 
they were produced with ſo much facility, and feemed 
to flow from his imagination as ſaſt as from his pen. 
His father, who idefigned him for his on profei- 
fion; took him from Weſtminſter ſchool when about 
ſixteen years of age, and entered him a ſtudent in the 
Middle Temple, whereof he himſelf was a member, 
—  thathe might have him under his immediate care aud 

inſtruction. Being capable of any part of knowledge 
to which he thought proper to apply, he made very 
remarkable advances in the ſtudy of the lav, and was 
not content to know it as a collection of ſtatutes or 
cuſtoms only, but as a ſyſtem founded upon right rea- 
ſon, and caleulatedfor the goodof mankind. Being call- 
ed to the bar he promiſed as fair to make a figure in 
that profeſſion as any of his contemporaries, if the love 
of the belles lettres, and poetry in particular, had not 
ſtopped him in his career. To him there appeared 
more charms in Euripides, Sophocles, and Æſchilus, 
than in all the records of Antiquity, and when he came 
to diſcern the beauties of Shakeſpeare and Milton his 
ſoul was captivated beyond recovery, and he began 
to think with contempt of all other excellencies when 
put in the balance with the enchantments of 2 
and genius. 


Mr. Rowe had 1 the beſt opportunity of aas to 
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eminence ãn the law by means of the patronage of 
Sit George Treby, Lord Chief ſuſtice of the Common 
Pleas, who was fond af him to a very great degree, 
and had it in his power to prumote him. Dr. Wel

attempt in the drama. It was dedicated to the Earl 

_ of Jerſey. It is conducted with leſs judgment than 
any other of our Author's tragedies; it has an infinite 
deal of ſire in it; the buſineſs is ꝓrecipitate, and the 
characters active; and, vrhat is ſomewyhat remarkable, 
Mr. Rowe never after wrote a play with ſo much 

ele vation. The purity of the language, ſays Mr. 
Welwood, the juſtneſs of his characters, the noble 
« elevation of the ſentiments, were all of them admi · 
t rably.adaptedto the plan of the play.. 
_  * 'Griticks have complained of the ſameneſs of his Wade! 
| that he makes all his characters peak equally elegant, and has 


not attended ſufficiently to the manners. 'This uniformity of 
verſification in the opinion of ſome has ſpoiled our modern 


rragedics, as poetry is made to-ſupply nature, and detlama: 


His next tragedy, Tamerlane, appeared in 1702, 
was acted at che cheatre in Lincoln a- enn 


uon . Whether this ee js wel funded we 
ſhall not at preſent examine, omy remark that if any poet has 
a right to be forgiven for this errour Mr. Rowe certainly has, 
as his cadence is the ſweeteſt in the world, his, fentiments 
chaſte, and his language elegant. It has been well obſerved 
that there runs through all our Author's plays an air af religion 
and virtue, attended with all the ſocial duties of life, and 2 
 conftantand untainted love of his country; that his Muſe, was 

ſo religiouſly chaſte that not one word could be fqund in any 
of his writings which might admit even of a double enrandre 
in point of decency or morals. There is nothing in them to 
feed the depraved taſte of nibbling at Scripture, or deprecia- 
ting things in themſelves ſacred. And it is the lem wonder that 
he obſerved this rule with his pen, ſmee we are aſſured that in 
His ordinary converſation, when his mirth and humour enli- 
vened the whole company, he uſed to expreſs his diffatisfac- | 
tion in the fevereft manner againft any thing that tooked that 
way. On the other hand, being much converſant in the Sacred 
_ writings, it is obſervable. that to raiſe the higheſt ideas of vis- 
tue he has with great art, in ſeveral of his tragedies, made uſe 
of thoſe expreſſions and metaphors in them that taſte moſt of 
the ſublime. Dr. Welwood' extends this obſervation' to his 
other writings; to which'The Epigram on a Lady who ſhed her

That reaſon is obſerved 
not only to be obvious, but honburable to thoſe who didit, 
and indeed is conceded in the Doctor's own remark, that 
* though King William was dead yet Lewis XIV. was then 
alive. The infult here made upon him was therefore juſtly 
deemed very unfit to be particularly authoriſed/by: any other 


crowned head, as muſt be underſtood whenever, the piay was 


acted by the royal company of comedians. Nor is that all: 
this much applauded piece, though it has numbers of exceed 


ine ſine verſes, is thought; by many very good judges, though 


not by the multitude, to be our Author's worſt tragedy... Be- 
ſides its being a flattering picture, unlike a prince then living 
at its firſt appearance, and a party play, the love ſcenes inter · 
vox in it are very tedious and tireſome, and ill timed into the 
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thus wantonly raviſhed from Lewis. Thing a is 
certainly true that Tamerlane contains grander ſen- 
timents than any other of Mr. Rowe's plays, yet it 
may be à matter of diſpute whether Tamerlane 
ought to give name to the play, for Tamerlane is 
victorious and Bajazet the fufferer. It may alſo be ob- 


ſerved; that. beſides the fate of theſe two monarchs 


there is likewiſe contained in ĩt the epiſode of Moneſes 
and Arpaſia, which is of itſelf ſufficiently diſtreſaful 
to make the ſubject of a tragedy. The attention is di- 
verted from the fall of Bajazet, which ought to have 
been the main deſign, and bewildered in the fortunes 
of Moneſes and Arpaſia, Axalla and Selima. There 
are in ſhort in this play events enough for four, and 
inthe variety and importanceof them Tamerlane and 
Bajaxet muſt be too much neglected. All the charac- 
tersin a play ſhould be ſubordinate to the leading one, 
and their buſineſs in the drama ſubſer vient to pro- 
mote his fate: but this performanee is not the tragedy 
of Bajazet or Tamerlane only, but likewiſe the tra- 
| gedies of Moneſes and Arpaſia, Axalla and Selima. 
Tamerlane has for a long time been performed only 
annually on the ath and 5th of November, i in comme- 
moration of the gunpowder treaſon and the landing 
of King William in this tand when an ee

This is one of the moſt ſiniſned performances of our 


Autlior, and one of the moſt pleaſing tragedies on the 
ſtage, of which it ſtill keeps, and probably will long 
keep. poſſeſſion, the ſtory being of a domeſlick na- 
ture; the fable intereſting, and the language delight- 


ful. The character of Seiolto is ſtrongly marked: Ho- 
ratio is tlie moſt amiable of all characters, and is ſo 


ſuſtained as to ſtrike an audience very forcibly, In 
this as in the former play Mr, Rows is guilty of a 


miſnomer, for his Caliſta has not the leaſt claim to be 


called The Fair Penitent, which would he better clan- 
ged to The Fair Wanton; for ſhe diſcovers not one 
pang of remorſe till the laſt act, and that ſeems to ariſe 
more from the external diſtreſs to which ſhe is then 
expoſed than to any compunctions of conſcienee. She 
ſtill loves and dotes on her baſe betrayer. In this cha- 
racter Rowe has been true to the ſen, in drawing a 
woman, as ſhe generally is; fond of her ſeducer; but 
he has not drawn'a Penitent. The character of Alta- 


mont ĩs one of thoſe which the players obſerve is the 
. hardeſt to repreſent of any in che drama; there is a 


kind ot meanneſt in him; joined with an unſuſpecting 
honeſt heart, and a doting fondneſs for the falſe fair 
one, that is very difficult to illuſtrate; This part has 


ol late been generally given to performers of but very 


moderate abilities, by which the play ſuffers prodi- 
3 and ä who „ the moſt 
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important perſons in the drama, is beheld with ne- 
glect, or perhaps with contempt, but ſeldom with pity. 
Altamont in the hands of a good actor would draw 
the eyes of the audience notwithſtanding the bluſter- 
ing Lothario and the ſuperiour dignity of Horatio, 
for there is ſomething in Altamont to create our W 
and work upon our compaſſion. | ; 
Mr. Rowe's next tragedy was ; Ulyſſes, firſt ated 
in the 1506 at the Queen's theatre in the Hay-Mar- 
ket, and dedicated to the Earl of Godolphin. This 
play is not at preſent in poſſeſſion of the ſtage, though 
it deſeryes highly to be ſo, as the character of Penelope 
is an excellent example of conjugal fidelity. This play 
has neh en 115 re propriety; to ane.

Our Author's Royal Wm was We upon 
che ſlage in the x 708, and was firſtacted at the Queen's 
theatre in the Hay · Market, and dedicated to the Earl 
of Halifax. The fable of this play is taken from dark 
and barbarous times, and the ſcene is native, being 
laid among our anceſtors. Rhodogune i is a character 
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Highly tragical, vicious with. a mind that muſt Hove 
er rh if formed to virtue. 

ln the 1714 appeared Jane Shore, written in imi- 

totioi of Shakeſpeareꝰs ſtyle, firſt ated at the theatre- 
royal in Drury-Lane, and dedicated to the Duke of 
Queenſberry and Dover. How Mr. Rowe could ima- 
gine that this play was written at all in Shakeſpeare's 
Kyle we cannot conceive, fince it bears not tlie leaſt 
reſemblance to that of Shakeſpeare. The conduct of 
the deſign is regular, and in thatſenſeit partakes not 

of Shakeſpeare's wildneſs ; the poetry is uniform, 

which marks it to be Rowe's, but in that it is very 
different from Shakeſpeare,whoſe excellency doesnot 
conſiſt merely in the beauty of ſoft language or night- 
ingale'deſcriptions, but in the general power of his 
drama, the boldneſs of the images, and the force of 
ſcenes and private diſtreſs it takes poſſeſſion of the

firſt performed in the 1715, and dedicated to the Earl 
of Warwick. Mr. Edmund Smith, author of Phædra 
and Hippolitus, deſigned writing a tragedy on this 
ſubject, and at his death left ſome looſe hints and ſhort 
ſketches of ſcenes which were put into Mr. Rowe's 
hands, who acknowledges he borrowed part of one 
ſcene, and inſerted it in his third act, vis. that between

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Guilfordand Lady Jane. It is not much to heregretted 
that Mr. Smith did not finifh this play, ſince it fell 
into the hands of one ſo much above him as a drama - 


tiſt; for if we may judge of Mr. 8Smith's abilities of 
writing for the ſtage by his Phædra and Hippolitus, 


it would not have been ſo well executed as by Row 
Phædra and Hippolitus is a play without paſſion, 
though of inimitable verſification; and in the words 
of a late poet we.

Mr. Rowe: the 1745 or 1716 attempted 
— towards a tragedy upon the ſtory of the 
Rape of Lucretia. In the beginning of the 1715 he 
Was in the country with Mr. Pope, and during his 
ſtay their converſation often turned upon the ſubject 
of a new tragedy. The death of Charles I. was men- 
tioned, but ĩt was thought too recent; that. the cha- 
raQers of the preſent age would be touched in thoſe of 
theirfamiliesengagedin that affair, and perhaps ſome 
offence in the free ſpeeches of the Republicans given

poet painted virtue; religion, and all the relative and ſocial dul 
ties of liſe in a morg alluring: dreſs on the ſtage, nor were ev 
vice and impiety better expoſed to contempt and abhorrence.

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to the Crow it was therefore ſet aſide. Mr. Pope ad- 
viſed him to reſeue the Queen of Scots out of the hands 
of Banks; as he had done by the Lady Jane Grey be- 
fore, which Mr. Rowe ſaid he would conſider of; 
but if he ſhould attempt ſuch a thing he would by 
no means introduce Queen Eliſabeth, obſerving that 
where ſhe appeared all the queens and heroines upon 
earth would make but a little figure f. Other ſab- 
jects were talked of, but what Mr. Rowe himſelf 
ſeemed moſt inclined to was the Rape of Lucretia; 
nor was it any objection that Thomas Haywood, a 
poet and an actor in the reigns of Eliſabeth and James, 
had wrote on the fame plot. It is a very great pity 

that Mr. Rowe's ill health and ſhort time of life (for 
he lived but little above two years after) prevented 
him from putting his deſign in execution. Some few 
verſes he had wrote for the character of Lucretia, but

languages, and moſt. that are wrote in Engliſh, 
t French, Italian, and Spaniſh.
